The State Board of Agriculture 
Asked -to HKequire 
Lands and Products From Le 
cal Organizations — Maj. Jones 
to go to Washington. 


.The board of directors of the Chamber 
of Commerce met yesterday afternoon at 
3:30 o’clock, President Hervey Lindley in 
the chair. Secretary Patton read the 
minutes of the last meeting, which were 
approved, after which Director Barrett. 
registered a kick ag.inst the resolution, to 
the effect that smoking shall not be in- 
dulged in by members during any session 
of the board. The directors declared that 
the resdlution was offered and railroaded 
through at the first meeting of the board 
when there were only two or three mem- 
‘ers present, ‘he matter will probably be 
reconsidered at the next meeting. 

The question of nominating a new mem- 
ber of the State Board of Agriculture from 
Los Angeles, to be appyinted by the Gov- 
ernor, was discussed, aud an attempt: was 
made to choose one, but it was finally de- 
cided to leave it toa committee of fivé, in- 
cluding President Lindley, with power to 
select some good man, whose name shal! be 
forwarded tu the Governor at once.

THE GROWING IMPORTANCE OF 


|, OUR FRUIT INDUSTRY. 


The annual report of the California 
Fruit Union contains some interesting 
figures, which shaws how the fruit- 
shipping business has grown during 
the past. year. During 1889, 991 car- 
loads of fruit were sent to agents of 
the union inthe East, a gain of-141 
| carloads over the shipments of the pre- 
vious years. In addition to these, it is 
estimated that 600 cars were sent out 
by members of the union to points 
where there are no agencies, making 
about 1600, the total for the State at 
large being estimated at 2432. The 
net sales of 951 of the carloads sent to 
eastern agencies amounted to $338,230, 


and the gross sales to $860,726, which, 


after deducting freight, cartage and 
commissions, cleared to the shippers 
or Owners an average of 3} cents per 
pound—about $67 a ton, certainly a 
very handsome figure, and one which 
should lead to still greater increase in 
the magnitude of the shipments. 

The above only refers to deciduous 
fruits. Itis estimated that Southern 
California will ship over 3000 cars of 
oranges this season, so that the total 
annual fruit shipment from the State 
may safely be put down at 6000 car- 
loads. The development of this busi- 
ness into one of ten times the magni- 
tude is only a question of reasonable 
freight concessions on part of the rail- 
road companies. Three and a third 
cents a pound ought to leave the fruit- 
grower a net profit of at least $50 a 
ton, which is certainly much more 
than can be made in any other manner 
from the soil. Southern California is 


at present much behind in facilities 


for the shipment of deciduous fruits, 


~| hence the market for these is some 


times poor. Our horticulturists run 
more to citrus fruits, which are found 
to be the most profitable. Still, there 
are many sections in Southern Cali- 
fornia which.are not adapted to the 
growth of oranges. Fruit-growers in 
&hese sections would do well ‘to form 
some organization similar to that of 


‘the California Fruit Union, which has 
done so much to raise prices of fruit in 


the northern part of the State. 

In its orchards and vineyards Cali- 
fornia has a mine of wealth, which our 
horticultural prospectors have as yet 
only scratched upon the surface. He 
isa bold man who would attempt to 
say how many carloads of fruit we 
shall ship east in 1900. |

THREE years ago, when the Topolo- 
bampo colony craze was rampant in 
Los Angeles, THE devoted con- 
siderable space to this peculiar attempt 
at the establishment of a modern 
Eden. Since then, little has been 
heard of the affair. A person named 
Remley, who joined a party from 
Kansas City last year, recently wrote 
a long letter to San Francisco, describ- 
ing his experience, in the course of 
which he says that the colonists now 
number about one hundred and ten, 
mostly old men and women, who have 
become so embittered by their disap- 
pointment that they are hard to live 
with. If these people had means to 
leave there would not be twenty re- 
maining at that place, but having put 
their money in the general fund they 
can get nothing back. All are paid 
for work in time checks, which 


claim there are no funis, Remley says 
most of the land owned by the colony 
is good, but tbe colonists persist in 
planting eastern seed and they have 
thus regularly lost their crops. The 
regular diet of the colonists is black-eyed 
beans and corn bread three times a day, 
and most are too poor to buy any meat. 
He pronounces most of the statements 
in the Credit Foncier, the official news- 
paper organ, as falsehoods, as the 
colony has nothing to offer to new 
members but hard work and poor food. 


A WASHINGTON dispatch announces

Should the recommendation of 
the Secretary be carried out, as we 
have every reason to hope, it will give 
Los Angeles a public building of which 
we shall have reason to feel proud.

A Syndicate’s Plan for Controlling 
Live-stock Shipments, 

PirTsBURGH, Jan. 16.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.j Francis D. Clayton of Chi- 
cago, who represents a syndicate formed 
for the purpose of controlling live-stock 
shipments throughout the country, was in 
the city today. Clayton said the. plan was 
to have all cattle and sheep shipped out of 
Chicago go through Canada and out at the 
St. Lawrence points.

“THE ST. LOUIS AND SAN FRAN- 
CISCO LINE COMING, 


Transcontinental Roads Apparently | 


the Popular Idea Among Rail- | 
road Magnates—Fresno Wants to 
Ruild a Line—Notes— of Local 
Railroad 


The air is full of rumors regarding. trans 
continental railroads, and if all reports are 
+ eredited, this State will be overrun with 
~yailroad builders within the next few 
months, The latest paper to build a new 
road-is the San Francisco. Chronicle. That 


paper of Wednesday says: 

“An article was published in Sunday’s 
" Chronicle, in which, under the heading of 
“new roads, it was. stated that the St. Louis 
and San Francisco Railway proposed build- 
ing about 2000 miles of road, work to be 
commenced at once. ‘The announcement is 
very important, and though no intimation 
is given as to the direction in which the 
company is about to build, it is certain that 
it will continue its'present line, Now the 
line’ runs from St. Louis almost due west 
into Indian Territory, and terminates in a 
little settlement known as Sepuipa, From 
this latter insignificant little tewn to Albu- 
querque, on the Atlantic and Pacific, is a 
straight-line due west. 

“The St. Louis and San Francisco shares 
‘with the Santa Fé traffic rights over, in fact 
“has a lease of, the Atiantic and Pacific 
roads, so that ‘building to Albuquerque 
would let the St. Louis and San Francisco 
into this city. The line will be the shortest 
possible route to St. Louis.” 

If this be true, it- is almost certain that 
Los Angeles will be on the new line. 
There are several railroad men in this city 
who are of the opinion that this new road 
will make its way up the coast instead of 
building up the San Joaquin Valley. It is 
very certain that the Southern Pacific peo- 
ple are considerably worked up over the 
various rumors that are flying — and 
itis also certain that-they have made up 
their minds that they must fight more than 
ove rival in this State very soon.
